Army and the general conditions of the coun- 
try, we tried to stop the soldiers of the Hohen- 
zollern by accepting the enemy &$ peace 
tions. Soldiers, workmen, and peasants, we 
take this step in order to save the revolution. 
' “The bourgeoisie is waiting for the German 
generals in order to advance itself and bring 
the revolution to naught. In its Press campaign 
the bourgeoisie represents the Council of Com- 
missaries a6 having voluntarily bent our front 
before the Hohenzollern, but you, comrades, 
know the conditions of thet front. 

“The German people is not vet sufficiently 
strong to throw off the Imperialist yoke, and 
we could do nothing but accept the German 
peace conditions. 


“Germany is in no hurry to give a reply, 


and is endeavouring to oceupy ae much territory 
as possible. We are convinced that the German 
working class will prevent the attempts of iis 
Government. 

“We desire peace, but we shall not recoil 
from sacrifices for the defence of the revolt. 
tion.

LADT WIMBORNE COMPLIMENTS

Yesterday afternoon Lady Wimborne per- 
formed the ceremony of publicly inaugurating 
the Central Workroom«, ireland, and the 
Papier Maché Department of the Irish War 
Hospital Supply Dépét at 64 Merrion square, 
Dublin, There was a considerable attendance 
of ladies on the premises when Her Excellency 
arrived, including the Marchionces of Water- 
ford, Lady Talbot de Malahide, and Lady 
Arnott.
